Approximately 6 weeks later the prisoners were releas d 
from the Swerdlowsk prison during .the period from 18 
to 24 Aug 1953. 

In prison all of them had been interrogated according 
to the following pattern! To the person: whether they 
had e^er used an alias, whether they had relatives in 
the Scvzone, whether they had received parcels from 
home, whether they had engaged in intelligence activities, 
and whether their co-prisoners had given them assignments 
which they should complete for them at home. 
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The prisoners gained the impression that the 
interrogation was carried through superficially and 
without any interest in the matters. They were well** 
treated and contrary to the Russian oustom their heads 
were not sheared# 

Since they had been able in prison to keep in contact 
with . each other they had noticed that GREIFENBERGER 
had not 'been seen by anybody for somo time. BARN-* : ‘ 

BROOK' wventually found out that GREITENBERGER 1 a 
luggage was. gone. 

This aroused the suspicion that GREIFENBERGER -was 
■taken to Moscow in the meantime where he might have been 
given intelligence assignments# This suspicion da,, 
substantiated by the fact that according.. to .his .own 
statement GREIFENBERGER spent three years in a prihon 
in Moscow, where he might have boen trained as an 
intelligence agent- that he was born in Russia* speaks 
Russian fluently^ n xhat in all camps he was given pre- 
ferential treatment for which rea3on‘he was generally 
viewed with a certain, distrust. 

On account of tho attendant circumstances it was' be- 
lieved that the transfer of the other prisoners to 
the Swerdlowsk prison was effected for tho purpose of 
disguise only, because vhe transfer of an individual 
prisoner always caused a discussion among his fellow- 
prisoners* and bocause in a similar case 5 Austrian 
officers had been transferred to the Swerdlowsk prison 
also. Dr. BUEHLER promised to contact, Dr. , BARN BROCK 
for the purpose of furnishing this office with 
additional information if possible. M 

The .Land polio'e has meanwhile been instructed to trace 

GREiPEKBERGER . and to keep him under surveillance if that 

should seem advisable.
